H. G. Ames and James L. Al¬ 
len, Orange county superior court 
judges, have agreed to cooperate 
with the city traffic commission 
in its proposal to install a school 
here for traffic violators, accord¬ 
ing to Elmer Heidt, committee 
chairman. 

The.se two judges, together with 
Justice Kenneth Morrison .and 
Oapt. H. C. Meehan of the Cali¬ 
fornia highway patrol, will ap¬ 
pear before the committee at its 
next rr,eeting, March 14, when the 
school will be discussed. 

Heidt said today a course of 
study recommended by the state 
for traffic violators is already in 
the hands of the traffic safety 
committee. Schools in other com¬ 
munities are being conducted sat¬ 
isfactorily. 

If the plan is put into effect 
here all traffic violators, adults 
and juveniles, would be required 
by court order to enter it as part 
of the sentence. Before a “pupil” 
is released from the court of study 
he would be required to satisfac¬ 
torily paas an examination on what 
he had studied. 


FULTON, Ark. <JP> ~ Raging 
waters of the Red river today 
threatened to force evacuation of 
this little Southwest Arkansas 
town, where more than a century 
ago French and Spanish traders 
bartered to the Indians goods 
brought upstream from New Or¬ 
leans. 

A few townspeople departed 
last night but most remained, 
hopeful that the giant protecting 
levee again would perform the 
task for which it was built more 
than 30 years ago. 

The stream, at an all-time high 
of 35.7 feet, was several feet high¬ 
er than the town it.self, snuggling 
behind the dike, and lapped with¬ 
in a few inches of the top of the 
levee. The previous high stage, in 
1927, was 35.6. 

Why the majority of the 593 in¬ 
habitants did not fiee was summed 
up by Ben A. Wilson, a resident 
for the past 29 years: 

“Most of the people have lived 
here .so long they are not afraid- 
they just can't believe that the 
levee won't hold." 

A levee break three miles east 
of here aggravated Fulton's situ¬ 
ation. Water poring through the 
break started backing up toward 
the town. Two hundred and fifty 
WPA workers and scores of volun¬ 
teers threw up an emergency levee 
in an attempt to halt the back¬ 
water. 

Two other breaks to the west in¬ 
undated thousands of acres of 
rich farm lands and caused clo.sing 
at Inde.x of the trunk line highway 
through Western Arkansas from 
Texarkana to Fort Smith.

Sulkosky had described the fu¬ 
gitive as being about 24 years of 
age, 5 feet io inches iii height 
and weighing M.7 pounds. Both 
during the robberv and last night, 
the man was driving a dark col¬ 
ored sedan with no license plates, 
.Sidknsky reported, although he 
was not sure whether the car wa.s 
the s:ime as that used two weeks 
ago.

En.gland had to find some other place for her felons and 
establl.shed a penal colony at Botany Bay. Au.stralla. On Jan.

But from that unhappy beginning the Commonwealth of 
Australia has become one of the leading nations of the world— 
a federation of states not unlike the United States of America, 
but holding a tie to the mother country through the Governor- 
General. who represents the British sovereign.

How many folks—that is. folks 
who don't live in Laguna, El Toro 
and San Juan Capistrano— have 
tried out the new highway which 
runs over the hills and far away 
from the Artist colony to the Bull 
colony 7 

If you haven’t, try it out. 

Neither had I. until a letter 
came in from Mrs. Carrie G. Drews 
at El Toro. She told of opening 
of that territory in such an inter¬ 
esting fashion that I couldn’t help 
but try the road. Here's what she 
had to say: 


rhe El Toro - Laguna road, a 
shortcut through the Moulton 
ranch, is being enjoyed more every 
day by those who have learned of 
its improvement. It's a beautiful 
drive the year ’round, with its 
fields, and hills covered with wild 
flowers in sca.son, and odd-shaped 
rocks, some with Indian symbols 
still on them. 

Petrified wood and Indian relics 
are found here, also beds of deep- 
sea shells. And one hill, a little to 
the east, is made up almost com¬ 
pletely of decomposed oyster shells. 
In several places sand and sea- 
shells have been plowed up by the 
ranchers, and a buried treasure is 
supposed to be hidden in the dis¬ 
trict. 


.\s one glides over this lovely 
road, one remembers back a few 
years when the narrow road wound 
back and forth, dust clouds fol¬ 
lowed the conveyance and there 
w'ere numerous gates to open. 
Many years ago there was a sheep 
camp there, with thousands of 
sheep, a shepherd and his dogs. 

But now, they have underpasses 
for the cattle, while before many 
the time we would have to stop 
the horse and buggy and wait for 
a lot of fighting bulls to move off 
the road. A Laguna woman re¬ 
lated an experience in this El Toro 
canyon when her wagon, loaded 
with fish boxes, broke down. She 
unhitched her hor-ses and tied them 
to a wheel and went for aid. 

When she returned with help, 
the horses were gone and the 
wagon was a complete wreck. The 
bulls had torn it all to pieces!

SPEAKER 
GIVES VIEVES 
ON BALKANS 

The Balkans are Europe’s bread 
basket—bid for by all the great 
powers for that reason. 

That was Dean Calvin Flint’s 
diagnosis of the central European 
situation, given last night before 
a citizens’ forum audience in the 
Unitarian church. 

Italy, Germany, Britain and 
France all are weakened without 
the promise of alliances with these 
wheat-growing, grazing countries, 
Flint said, giving rise to a behind- 
the-scenes struggle for favorable 
pacts with the Bulgarias, Hun¬ 
gary and other small central Eu¬ 
ropean states. 

The balance seems to be swing¬ 
ing, he concluded, toward alli¬ 
ances with the Fascist states, in 
hope of security on both sides. 
Great Britain, he said, seemed un¬ 
able to "bluff” these countries as 
she might have done before. 

In support of this view, Flint 
reasoned that Britain apparently 
had given Germany carte blanche 
to expand eastward if it wished 
—without threat of interference 
from England. Even Russia, neg¬ 
lecting its western frontiers to 
guard in the east against Japan, 
seems acquiescent, Flint said, to 
such a program. 

One of the best forum crowds 
in recent weeks filled the church 
auditorium to hear the junior col¬ 
lege instructor. Dean Flint was 
introduced by Dr. Marguerite Ba¬ 
ker of the school board.

About Goldfish 


By BOB GUILD 

This Mexican village clings to 
the side of a hill. The snooty win¬ 
dows of an exclusive residence dis¬ 
trict look out over this swarming 
mass of humanity into one of 
Southern California’s richest val¬ 
leys. 

Forty families live here with 
their dogs and dirty babies, under 
leaking roofs and between ram¬ 
shackle walls. Flowers grow in 
every yard, and antique Fords 
bivouac in the dusty lanes. 

Life is good and the air is sweet, 
and some years lemon and orange 
picking contributes almost $600 to 
the upkeep of families of six or 
eight. Most years it is $400. 

About 30 per cent of family 
heads are on relief, getting a 
monthly dole of from $32 to $48. 

The average rent is $5 a month. 
HOUSE PICKED 

"Mayor” Matt Lujan and this re¬ 
porter picked a house at random, 
pushed through a crazy gate and 
past a snarling bitch protecting 
her litter of six puppies. La Sen- 
ora—plump, young and smiling— 
met us at the door. 

Her hou.se? But surely. Four 
doilars and 25 cents she pays a 
month; her husband is an orange 
picker. Last year it is not so 
good, this year, quien sabe, it may 
be better. Maybe they can buy a 
bed for the baby. 

Her house is two rooms. It has 
no toilet, no lights, no furniture. 
They own a little gas stove, a bed, 
a chair and a table. The stove 
works — when it's not raining. 
When it rains water leaks in every 
part of the kitchen. Windows are 
boarded up for protection against 
wind and rain, cracks in the walls 
admit every stray zephyr. Ghastly 
pink wallpaper is shredded and 
hanging loose toward the floor. 

Next door is a family of eight, 
living in a little better house. This 
one has three rooms, but the rent 
is $5 a month. The father picks 
oranges, made nearly $400 last 
year. Of course, the house has no 
toilet or bathroom—but it has a 
little flower patch and a vegetable 
garden. 

! W.\LLS LEAN IN 

The walls lean in. and the ba¬ 
bies and dogs scramble in the cool 
’dirt under the hou.se. Dust falls 
through the floors on them. 

We found a family of five—it 
used to be six—living in one room, 
the windows closed and without 
screens. Two beds provide sleeping 
facilities for all six. The single 
room is dining room, living room, 
kitchen, bedroom, and on rare oc¬ 
casions, bath. 

Their baby died last month. "She 
just got sick,” the father said, "and

FIRE MENACES 
OIL FIELDS 

Several producing wells in the 
wealthy Brea-Olinda oil field were 
endangered last night by fire 
which razed one Shell Oil com¬ 
pany rig and caused $5000 damage 
before it finally was brought un¬ 
der control by two state fire crew 
units. 

The rig was ignited by friction 
from a slipping belt, State For- 
e.ster Joe Scherman said today. 
The rig and several tools were 
completely destroyed, but firemen 
had the blaze under control before 
it reached the well Itself. 

Officials of the Shell company 
feared for several nearby wells, 
located down the hill from the 
burned rig. The wells are located 
just south of the Carbon canyon 
road, a half mile west of Olinda.

Abolish Orange County Slums 

Evidence continues to pile up showing the need of 
federal slum clearance in Orange county, despite the con¬ 
tention of some who deny that such habitations exist here. 

More than 200 members of the General Welfare units 
have petitioned the board of supervisors to launch action 
to put the county in a position to take advantage of the 
Wagner-Steagall housing act, when the state passes the 
necessary enabling legislation. 

The Orange County Tuberculosis society has evinced 
a deep interest in local conditions, realizing that the high 
death rate from white plague in certain localities is due in 
part to unsanitary, inadequate housing. 

A Journal reporter has traveled over the county, tak¬ 
ing pictures and talking to the inhabitants of scores of 
wretched hovels. Without exception they have expressed 
the need and desire for better homes. 

In San Francisco, under the leadership of Mayor Rossi 
and a group of progressive women’s clubs, the machinery 
is alreadj' in readiness to take advantage of federal money 
for .slum replacement when it becomes available. 

The supendsors will contribute their share of health 
and happiness to thousands of miserable neighbors if they 
take similar steps here.

Bills Should Be Paid First 

If legalized liquor is going to remain in circulation, 
it must be consumed in a reasonably moderate manner. 
This is the contention of a nationally known whisky dis¬ 
tilling company, whose current advertising emphasizes: 
“Pay Your Bills First.” 

“No person should spend a cent for liquor until the 
necessities of living are provided . . . and paid for,” the 
advertisement states. 

Apparently officials of this company have been doing 
some advance thinking. They realize that if people con¬ 
tinue to abuse the privilege of having legalized liquor, the 
pendulum of public opinion will swing back the other way 
and prohibition might return. 

Prohibition had its train of abu.ses—the bootlegger, 
speakeasy, bad liquor and vice overlords. It was as im¬ 
moderate in one way as the growing abuse of legalized 
liquor is in another. 

Neither extreme is desirable. The distilling firm is 
cagey enough to see that liquor is purely a luxury indul¬ 
gence and is entitled to no place in the scheme of things 
until bills and rent are paid. 

It is reputled that the Scandinavians, the most 
peaceable people on earth, are gradually decreasing. 
Too good to last. 

Oh ‘Humanizing’ Murder 

Some of the keenest minds in the country, including 
Mr. Hearst’s, are busy on a plan to enlist the United States 
and other great world powers in a pact to “humanize” 
war. 

The proposed agreement would, in effect, outlaw any 
nation which orders indiscriminate bombing of noncom¬ 
batants, as we understand it. 

Certainly the horrors perpetrated upon noncombatant 
populations in the last several years of undeclared wars, 
the mangling of women, children and babies, have sur¬ 
passed the limits of the imagination. No even half sane 
person could wish for the continuance of this frightful 
butchery. 

But to attempt to end it by outlawing nations that 
refuse to be “humanized” would be very much like out¬ 
lawing burglars who refused to recognize rules set down 
by other members of their class. 

War will not be ended or cured by saving mothers and 
babies from slaughter while the killing of their husbands 
and fathers is speeded up. 

At any rate, there can’t be over-production in 
the tourist crop that comes to Orange county. 

S. A. Must Find a Way Out 

“I like to shop in Santa Ana, but the parking conges¬ 
tion is terrible.” 

That’s what a Lido Lsle subscriber tells us in dis¬ 
cussing Santa Ana as a retail trade center.

How can visitors get the most 
out of businea* facilities here when parking facilities are 
inadequate ? 

For months past the police department has been pass¬ 
ing out tickets to overtime parkers, installing additional 
shoit-time-limit zones and dropping no parking areas.
